CONCERT has been arranged for the purpose of raising funds to assist the Irish 
ch of the Railway Benevolent Institution. . . . The Institution was founded in 
1858 for the purpose of giving assistance to distressed and aged railway servants, or 
their widows, and orphan children, and providing temporary relief to those unable to work 
owing to accidents. At the present time 2,594 railway servants or their widows are in receipt 
of pensions, whilst 374 orphan children are being educated and maintained. Since the 
establishment of the Institution temporary assistance has been given to 206,249 persons, 
whilst pensions have been granted to 5,394, and 2,483 children have been maintained and 
fitted for the duties of life. 

The Institution is entirely dependent upon the voluntary contributions of the railway 
servants and the public, and thanks to the generous support accorded to the Concerts held 
in Belfast each year since 1869, the Institution has benefitted to the extent of £3,454.
